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CHAPTER  1 
INTRODUCTION 


This  document  describes  the  current  system  for  processing  grants 
pursuant  to  the  following  sections  of  the  43  CFR  (Code  of  Federal 
Regulations) : 

1.  2621  -  Indemnity  Selections; 

2.  2630  -  Railroad  Grants;  and 

3.  2640  -  FAA  Airport  Grants. 


Although  a  number  of  different  grants  are  listed  under  2600  of  43 
CFR,  only  three  are  processed  regularly  enough  within  the  continental 
U.S.  for  inclusion  into  this  document:  2621  Indemnity  Selections 
(including  2622  and  2623),  2630  Railroad  Grants,  and  FAA  Airport 
Grants.  Not  included  are:  2610  Carey  Act  Grants,  2625  Swamp-land 
Grants,  2627  Alaska  (see  Conveyances,  Volume  22)  and  2650  Alaska  Native 
Selections  (see  Conveyances,  Volume  22). 

2600  grants  covered  by  this  document  include  the  following  areas: 

2621  Indemnity  Selections.  Generally,  grants  made  by  Statehood 
Acts  to  the  various  states  of  school  sections  16  and  36,  and  in 
addition,  sections  2  and  32  in  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Utah,  attach  to 
school  sections  on  the  date  of  acceptance  or  approval  of  the  plat  of 
survey  (the  U.S.  Surveyor  General  accepted  or  approved  the  plat  of 

§UPV£.y)r  if   Ihd   acceptance  or  approval  was  prior  to  the  granting  act 
(statehood),  or  to  the  date  of  admission  of  the  state  into  the  Union, 
the  grant  attaches  either  on  the  date  of  approval  of  the  act  or  the 
date  of  admission  into  the  Union,  whichever  is  the  later  date. 
However,  if  on  the  date  the  grant  would  otherwise  attach,  the  land  is 
appropriated  under  some  applicable  public  land  low,  such  as  Indian 
reservation  or  National  Park  or  Forest,  the  grant  does  not  attach,  and 
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the  state  is  entitled  to  indemnity  because  of  the  land  it  lost  due  to 
the.  prior  appropriation.  The  indemnity  will  be  for  lands  of  rough 
equivalent  value. 

In  addition,  the  law  provides  that  indemnity  for  lands  lost 
because  of  natural  deficiencies,  such  as  not  getting  the  full  640  acres 
because  of  an  adjoining  state  border,  will  be  selected  from  the 
unappropriated,  nonmineral,  public  lands  (based  on  a  formula  to  compute 
the  number  of  acres  the  state  is  entitled  to),  and  that  indemnity  for 
lands  lost  before  title  could  pass  to  the  state  will  be  selected  from 
the  unappropriated,  public  lands  subject  to  certain  mineral 
restrictions  (43  CFR  2621 .0-3(b) . 

2630  Railroad  Grants.  This  section  authorizes  the  issuance  of 
patents  for  the  benefit  of  innocent  purchasers  for  value  of  land-grant 
lands  from  railroad  carriers  which  have  released  their  land-grant' 
claims.  Railroads  had  been  granted  every  other  section,  twenty  miles 
on  either  side  of  the  track,  unless  the  land  was  mineral  in  character. 
The  railroad  then  sold  the  land,  even  if  it  was  not  theirs.  The 
purchaser  was  an  innocent  purchaser.  The  Transportation  Act  of  1940 
permits  the  innocent  purchaser  to  ask  for  the  land  as  a  grant,  if  there 
is  a  chain  back  to  the  original  purchaser. 

2640  FAA  Airport  Grants.  This  section  authorizes  the  issuance  of 
conveyance  documents  to  public  agencies  for  public  lands  to  be  used  for 
airports  and  airways. 

This  document  is  organized  as  follows:  Chapter  1  -  Introduction 
explaining  the  scope  and  structure  of  the  document;  Chapter  2  -  Data 
Flow  Diagrams  (DFDs)  illustrating  the  current  method  of  processing  for 
the  conveyance  program;  Chapter  3  -  Process  List  providing  an 
alphabetical  list  of  processes  defined,  their  level,  and  the  page 
references  for  each  process  in  the  DFDs  and  the  input/process/output 
narratives  if  the  process  is  at  a  primitive  level;  Chapter  4  - 
Input/Process/Output  Narratives  (IPOs)  describing  each  process 
primitive  in  detail  including  definitions  of  steps  taken  or  decisions 
made;  and  Chapter  5  -  Data  Dictionary  and  Cross  Reference  List 
defining  all  data  flows  appearing  on  the  DFDs. 
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CHAPTER  2 
DATA  FLOW  DIAGRAMS 


The  current  grants  program  is  presented  here  as  a  series  of  data 
flow  diagrams  that  show  the  sources  and  destinations  of  data,  identify 
and  name  processes,  identify  and  name  data  that  connect  sources  and 
destinations  of  data,  and  describe  data  stores  that  are  accessed.  Each 
function  may  be  broken  down  into  a  more  detailed  flow  diagram.  The 
hierarchical  structure  of  each  process  is  identified  by  decimalized 
identifiers. 

When  it  is  no  longer  useful  to  decompose  a  process,  the  process 
and  its  logic  are  described  by  input/process/output  narratives.  This 
process  is  said  to  be  at  a  primitive  level. 

Standard  representations  on  the  DFDs  are: 

1.  an  ellipse  is  a  process; 

2.  a  rectangle  is  an  external  entity  (generally  outside  of  BLM 
control ) ; 

3.  a  set  of  brackets  is  an  internal  entity  (generally  thought  of 
as  an  off-page  connector  or  a  pointer  to  a  generic  type  of 
process) ; 

4.  a  line  is  a  data  flow; 

5.  arrows  at  the  ends  of  lines  indicate  the  direction  data  is 
flowing;  and, 

6.  two  parallel  lines  are  a  data  store  (generally  representing 
logical  groupings  of  data  rather  than  Individual  records  or 
data  components) .
